With the American Armies in France, Sept. 
5—(Noon)—The main German forces have re­ 
treated across the Aisne. American artilleries, 
supporting the pursuit, is over the Vesle. Bridg­ 
ing material is being rushed forward to be used 
in crossing the Aisne and the Oise-Aisne canal 
beyond it, if the enemy withdrawal continues to 
the Chemin Des Dames. 


(TRIANGLE OF GERMAN BASES ON DOUAI PLAIN 
IMMEDIATE OBJECTIVE OF HAIG’S PRESENT DRIVE 


Paris, Sept. 5—(10:20 a. rn.)—North of the 
Oise on the southern flank of the Picardy battle 
front the French line is pushing forward hourly, 
according to advices from the field today. The 
advance is so steady that it is impossible to out­ 
line the present location of the foremost troops. 
The Germans are withdrawing in the general 
direction of St. Quentin. 
According to captured 
German officers the enemy has established a new 
provisional defense line, which 
runs through 
Ham, Berlancourt and Dampcourt. (Berlancourt 
is just north of Guiscai'd, which . the French in 
their last night’s official statement declared had 
already been reached.) 
Jussy, Chauny and La Fare are in flames. 
On the Vesle front the Germans are now half 
way to the Aisne.

The 
charge to be placed against him* will 
'probably be th a t of rifling the mails, 
a serious criminal offense. 
Postm aster H. E. Rice 
estimates 
that in two years, money and val­ 
uable packages 
am ounting to 
over 
$200 in value have been stolen. 
On an average of twice 
a m onfh, 
cases of letters containing 
money, 
and valuable packages being 
m iss­ 
ing have 
been 
reported 
to 
Post­ 
master Rice. 
Several times postof­ 
fice inspectors have conducted investi­ 
gations, but they were never able to 
definitely determine Redfern’s guilt, 
although it was suspected that he was 
responsible fo r the thefts. 
Inspector Staffield and Postm aster 


had placed in the mail box for the 
purchase of a money order. Redfern 
asked for permission to go to the toil­ 
et, and his request was granted. 
Instead he went to the 
street in 
front of the 
government 
building, 
where he m et a friend, whom he per­ 
suaded to give him a check for $25. 
He w as at the Citizen’s bank in 
the 
act of cashing this check when ne was 
arrested. 
It is the belief or Postm as­ 
ter Rice th a t he wanted this money to 
cover the value of $21 worth of w ar 
savings stam ps which he had 
sold, 
and on which he had not made a re ­ 
turn. 
Following Redfern’s arrest a raid 
was made on his automobile, used as a 
mail delivery car. 
U nder the 
seat 
were found numerous letters, some of 
therr| recent, others two months old 


*and more, the m ajority of which had 
bfcen opened. 
Among the specific instances which 
have come to the notice of the postal 
authorities of thefts are the follow­ 
ing : Mrs. M ary Williamson of Rural 
Route I, placed $32.90 in the mail box 
along with a letter, and a note to the 
carrier asking him 
to fill 
out 
a 
money order and place it in the letter 
for her. The person to whom she had 
addressed the letter never received it. 
iMrs. Lydia Jane Brandenburg, who 
died about a year ago, was the victim 
three times of thefts. Two watches 
addressed by

store to soldiers in France, were never 
received. 
A unique cane, valued as a 
curio and keepsake was addressed by 
Clyde Kussmaul, a soldier in France, 
to Clerk of the Courts George W .

Sheets, the package having disappear­ 
ed after it was received In the local 
office.

WELCOMES SOLDIERS

The other day Rudyard 
Kipling 
went to Winchester, near which an­ 
cient capital of England a large num­ 
ber 
of American 
soldiers are 
en­ 
camped, and formally opened a V. M. 
C. A. hut. 
Inspired by the presence 
of the “Yanks,” he broke a self-im­ 
posed rule against speaking in pub­ 
lic and our boys “over there” heard 
a bit of Kipling at his best- 
His 
speech in part. published in the Lon­ 
don Times, follows: 
Several years have passed since 
England was permanently occupied by 
the armed forces of a foreign nation. 
On the last occasion, eight hundred 
years ago, our people did not take 
kindly to the invasion. 
I know they 
did net because I live a few 
miles 
from where the Battle of 
Hastings 
was fought, where all the trouble be­ 
gan, and I assure you we 
are 
still 
talking about it- But, conditions have 
changed. 
You may have noticed that we do 
not resent either the

are one of the visible signs of your 
occupation. 
As far as we are con­ 
cerned, w’e are a placid, not a pacifist, 
community. 
You couldn’t annoy us, 
if you started in to build 
pyramids.

States meant to stay till they 
had 
done their share of the job thorough­ 
ly.”
